Questions from parents 
earned the following answers 
from Perkins and school Prin¬ 
cipal Andrew Cook: 

•While discipline in the 
school will be strict, no corpo¬ 


ral punishment will be used. 

•There will be no nurse on 
duty at the school, but Cook 
and another staff member will 
be authorized to dispense pre¬ 
scribed medicine to students. 

•Parents can keep up to 
date with their children’s edu¬ 
cational progress via the 
school’s website. They can also 
E-mail messages to teachers 
and administration. 

•The National Heritage 
Academy will seek to develop 
a relationship with the Boys/ 
Girls Club organization, simi¬ 
lar to one currently underway 
with the Romulus Public 
Schools. 

•Backpacks may be carried 
into the school, but must be 
stored in a prescribed location 
during the school hours. 

•As of last week 360 of the 
405 students slots had been 
filled, with a limited number 
coming from the Romulus 
Schools. 


•Student birthday parties 
inside the school are not en¬ 
couraged. 

•Shorts and skirts can be 
worn on occasion, but must 
come down to the student’s fin¬ 
gertips. 

•Once the Romulus school 
opens for the year, open en¬ 
rollment for the following year 
will begin and continue 
through Feb. 28. 

•No Halloween celebration 


TVenton firefighter 
dies in cycle crash

A 32-year-old Trenton fire¬ 
fighter riding a Harley David¬ 
son motorcycle was fatally 
injured last Friday night, 
when his cycle was struck 
head- on as he traveled along 
Pennsylvania Road.

The car driver said he was 
trying to pass a slower moving 
car, while traveling west on the 
two-lane Pennsylvania Road 
when the mishap occurred. 

Mr. Ross was tossed in the 
air by the impact and the cycle 
then burst into flames. 

Both Mr. Ross and the car 
driver were transported to 
Heritage Hospital in Taylor. 
Mr. Ross was pronounced dead 
and the other driver was 
treated and released.

The potential cancellation 
of the Detroit Metro Airport 
parking lot tax proposed by 
State Rep. Bruce Patterson (R- 
Canton) is strongly opposed by 
Mayor William Oakley and 
members of the city council. 

Oakley informed the council 
Monday night of Patterson’s 
proposal “that has some sup¬ 
port in Lansing” since it is con¬ 
sidered anti-Wayne County. 

But it could cost the city of 
Romulus about $1 million a 
year, Oakley warned, and 
Wayne County much more. 

Patterson is said to have 
claimed he would create some 
help for Romulus if the plan is 
approved, Oakley stated, “but I 
haven’t heard from him yet!” 

The state effort angered sev¬ 
eral of the city council mem¬ 
bers, since they claimed 
Patterson began the effort 
without even discussing the 
matter with them. 

Patterson formerly served 
Romulus as a Wayne County 
Commissioner and was consid¬ 
ered one of the most vocal po¬ 
litical enemies of County 
Executive Ed McNamara. 

While Patterson’s effort was 
perceived as an arrow aimed 
at the heart of McNamara’s 
crown jewel (the airport), 
Oakley and various council 
members feel Romulus could 
be seriously wounded finan¬ 
cially by the same effort. 

Some council members 
even asked Oakley to contact 
State Rep. Raymond Basham 
(D-Taylor) in an effort to dis¬ 
lodge or defeat the Patterson 
effort. 

Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth also urged Oakley to 
have a Metro Airport spokes¬ 
man visit the council in the 
near future to discuss airport 
issues that impact city resi¬ 
dents and businesses. 

Wadworth wants to know if 
new Metro Airport Director 
Lester Robinson will abide by 
earlier statements by airport 
officials that high berms and 
trees would basically encircle 
airport property to give Ro¬ 
mulus resident both scenic 
and sound-proofing relief from 
airport plane use. 

The councilman said he 
heard rumors that wire fences 
instead of berms might be in¬ 
stalled by the county. Such 
fences will provide no sound 
relief, Wadsworth said. 

Oakley said he was to meet 
with Robinson this week and 
would ask for such a meeting.

Wayne resident serves 
aboard Navy destroyer

More than 56 years ago the 
men and women of the Armed 
Forces of the United States 
and their Allies stormed the 
beaches of Normandy and ef¬ 
fectively changed the course of 
history. 

This heroic deed put a stop 
to Nazi aggression and the war 
in Europe and was the begin¬ 
ning to the end of World War II. 

Some people wonder 
whether the military would be 
able to protect our free way of 
life if they were called upon to 
do so today.

Participants are urged to 
bring the name of their physi¬ 
cian and relevant health his¬ 
tory information. 

There is no charge for the 


screening, but voluntary dona¬ 
tions will be accepted to help 
defray the costs of the pro¬ 
gram. 

The services are provided to 
seniors without regard to race, 
color, religion, national origin, 
sex or handicap. Health 
screening services are funded 
under the Older Americans 
Act and the Older Michi¬ 
ganians Act through a program 
administered by the Michigan 
Office of Services to the Aging 
and The Senior Alliance.

those who could use the city as 
a place to dump their trash 
and garbage: “Don’t”. 

If you do, you’ll be fined. 

“That’s the message. Plain 
and simple,” the mayor added.

Council concurred. 

“A few weeks ago, we dis¬ 
cussed offering a reward to 
our citizens for reporting any¬ 
one who dumped trash in our 
city, and I have not seen any¬ 
thing posted around the city 
about that,” said councilman 
Ernest Hendricks. 

“If you recall, we passed a 
resolution that we will fine the 
violator $750 if convicted. I be¬ 


lieve it is time we enforce this 
ordinance.” 

Because of vacant buildings 
and unkept lots, the city of Ink¬ 
ster apparently has been a 
prime area for illegal dump¬ 
ing. Under the present ordi¬ 
nance, according to City 
Attorney Milton Spokony, a 
person or persons arrested 
and convicted may receive up 
to 30 days in jail and/or a $500 


fine. 

Hendricks said that he be¬ 
lieves if the city ups the re¬ 
ward money, citizens may get 
more involved in reporting vio¬ 
lations. 

“People looking out their 
windows and writing down li¬ 
cense plates would help us 
catch these inconsiderate peo¬ 
ple,” Hendricks stressed. 

City Manager Robert Gor¬ 


don informed council that 
code enforcement officers 
have recently arrested viola¬ 
tors and court cases are pend¬ 
ing. 

“We are catching people 
who are dumping (debris),” 
Gordon said. “In fact, we tick¬ 
eted one today for dumping on 
Trowbridge Street.” 

The city manager urged res¬ 
idents to get involved and to 


report such incidents. 

“They (the citizens) need 
not reveal their names if they 
choose not to,” Gordon added. 

Mayor Hilliard Hampton Jr. 
also expressed concerns over 
the county’s grass-cutting pro¬ 
gram. He said the Michigan Av¬ 
enue island in the city “really 
looks bad, and that reflects 
poorly on us.” 

“I know we’re the last ones 
to get our grass cut,” said Ham¬ 
pton. “But I think it’s time for 
us to let someone down there 
know how we feel.”

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Familiar names dominate 
ho-hum primary election 


I’m thinking 20. That’s the percentage of regis¬ 
tered voters I’m guessing will go to the polls on Au¬ 
gust 8 to send the candidates of their choice on to the 
November general election. I guess 20 because there 
are no burning issues that bring occasional voters out 
of their armchairs. But another compelling reason 
we won’t see many voters is because the number of 
contested races are few and far between. 

Just look at the local landscape. In Canton Tbwn- 
ship, Republican voters have no choice but to cast 
their votes for the current incumbents. No one, I 
mean no one, has bothered to challenge them. The 
same situation exists in Van Buren where Democrat¬ 
ic voters can choose from only the Cindy King slate, 
which is made up of all incumbents, other than King, 
the current clerk, who is replacing retiring supervi¬ 
sor Helen Fbster and her replacement Deputy Clerk 
Joannie Payne. 

In both of these townships the race is over Token 
Democrats do not have a snowball’s chance in GOP- 
dominated Cantoa Likewise with the few Republi¬ 
cans who plan to challenge Van Buren’s Democratic 
King slate in November. The lack of candidates 
means one of two things - either the overwhelming 
majority of voters are completely satisfied with their 
local government or no one really cares. I choose to 
believe it is a combination of both. 

At this newspaper, we deal with a lot of local gov¬ 
ernments and Van Buren and Canton, are two of the 
best On the other hand, are political process works 
best if those in power are challenged once and a 
while, and I’m afraid we are sending a carte-blanche 
signal to politicians we expect to remain in check 

The 20% plateau will be scaled in Sumpter, where 
there are more candidates than retail stores. Recent 
problems have prompted citizen concern and in¬ 
volvement to the point that longtime township offi¬ 
cials running under the banner “the Banotai team” 
are being challenged by the seven member “Parraghi 
team” as well as several other Democrats. 

This is politics at its best Sumpter voters have a 
true choice. They can re-elect the usual crew that 
has operated town hall for several years or they can 


vote for a 
change. Now if 
only there were 
some Republi¬ 
can candidates. 

Another ob¬ 
servation worth 
noting is that 
the much heralded term limitation legislation is not 
retiring politicians but instead, placing them in no 
jobs. The old adage, “once a politician, always a 
politician,” seems to hold true here. 

Forced to retire due to term limitations, State 
Rep. Tom Kelly leads a field of 14 vying for the nod to 
represent the Democratic Party for the position of 
Register of Deeds. Tvo State Senators who will retire 
in 2002, again not willingly but forced out due to 
term limitations are also seeking county posts. Virgil 

Smith is running a strong campaign for County Pros¬ 
ecutor and George Hart has thrown his hat in the 
ring for County Treasurer. Both have stiff opposition, 
but if they lose, I’m sure they can find another politi¬ 
cal post to run for in two years. If they win they will 
find their public salaries will increase by the tune of 
$53,000. 

I think voters sometimes get sick of the same old 
names popping up on the ballot That is why many 
don’t bother voting Quite frankly, I can’t remember 
the last time a young, energized candidate showed 
his face in Western Wayne. This year’s ballot is domi¬ 
nated with established names like Thomas and 
Beard; Ficano and McPhail. 

If we truly want government by the people, 20% 
turnout must be obliterated. We must shoot for 75%. 
We must derail the old method of going to the polls 
and allow Internet, phone and mail voting We must 
encourage our youth to participate in the political 
process by becoming candidates and participating as 
campaign workers. 

But then again, if we did all this the established 
guys might not get elected. Wouldn’t that make inter¬ 
esting headlines?

life -- is no longer widely con¬ 
demned by religious leaders. 

But what worries most in the 
clergy is the lowering amount of 
time ... Christians are willing to 
donate to their church’s day to day 
operations. 

Bible studies remain a key ele¬ 
ment in churches today - but cler¬ 
gymen and local church commit¬ 
tee or commission chairpersons 
are concerned about other key 
church elements. 

Vacation Bible Schools, once 
the bastion of summer church life, 
have seen their volunteer ranks 
slip badly. 

Many churches find that the 
only way to keep VBS programs 
going today is to operate them at 
night, since their key potential vol¬ 
unteers work days. Some church¬ 
es find even that is a strain on 
their volunteerism. 

What this writer is being told is 
“it appears that the Gospel of Pon-

worship earlier.

Anderson will give ordinary 


Reactions differed when two 
politicians announced their cam¬ 
paigns for different offices. 

When Westland Mayor Bob 
Thomas announced his candidacy 
for 12 district county commission¬ 
er in the Aug. 8 Democratic pri¬ 
mary, political junkies speculated 
on his motives. 

Was he angling for more mon¬ 
ey? Now paid $90,000 a year, if 
elected commissioner he’d pull in 
a $58,000 salary from the county 
and a $60,000 Westland pension - 
almost a $30,000 raise for a part- 
time job with no attached respon¬ 
sibilities. 

Was the McNamara machine 
preparing him to succeed County 
Executive Ed McNamara? 

A new successor candidate was 
needed since many strategists 
feared that favorite Mike Duggan 
would be a hard sell, that second 
choice Cameron Priebe, while 
electable, would be too ethical. 
Wags speculate that neither draw¬ 
back applies to Thomas. 

Was the McNamara machine 
running him to settle a score with 
his opponent, 22-year incumbent 
Kay Beard, who votes her princi¬ 
ples too much for the machine’s 
comfort? 

Nobody analyzed motives 
when Glenn Anderson announced 
his candidacy for the 18th state 
representative in the primary. In¬ 
stead, many Westland citizens 
wondered how the city council 
could survive the loss. 

Anderson was not only a per¬ 
ceptive legislator, he was accessi¬ 



ble to everybody, able to master lo¬ 
cal issues, and willing to go to bat 
against the city’s entrenched spe¬ 
cial interests. 

The best example was his 
stance against the Central West¬ 
ern County Sanitation Authority’s 
incinerator. In the face of pressure 
from area construction unions, 
who saw a couple hundred part- 
time jobs at stake retrofitting the 
old burner, Anderson was one of 
the few that added up the num¬ 
bers and correctly saw that the 
project would bleed Westland 
homeowners four to five times the 
going rate for garbage disposal. 

Or during the summer of 1999, 
when the incinerator was down 
and the city’s garbage hauler 
couldn’t find a place to dump 20 
truckloads of household garbage 
other than the city’s department 
of public services yard, which 
backs up to Ravencrest Condo¬ 
miniums, condo owners could on¬ 
ly turn to Anderson (and Council¬ 
man Richard LeBlanc) for relief 
Though the trash heap emitted a 
stomach-turning stench and at¬ 
tracted about 400 screeching 
seagulls, DPS would not respond 
until Anderson and Leblanc com¬ 
plained. 

Same with the Norwegian rat 


folks a voice 

infestation in the Merriman- 
Cherry Hill neighborhood. Dur¬ 
ing the weeks when the city ad¬ 
ministration ignored pleas from 
two mothers who demanded pro¬ 
tection from the razor-tooth dis¬ 
ease-carrying vermin, only Ander¬ 
son and LeBlanc responded. 
Eventually the pair helped the 
mothers jolt the administration 
and council into action. 

Though a minority council 
member, Anderson drafted West¬ 
land’s first drunk driver cost re¬ 
covery ordinance, Westland's first 
hazardous spill cost recovery law, 
and Westland’s first vicious dog 
law. 

He successfully pushed for 
tougher building standards for de¬ 
velopers, fought against the place¬ 
ment of a halfway house in West- 
land, pushed for Westland’s li¬ 
brary, and supported training 
paramedics in advanced life sup¬ 
port 

If elected state rep, he premis¬ 
es to legislate for the little guy and 
gal, not the corporate suit. He 
backs strong consumer protection, 
prescription drug coverage for 
low-income seniors, a patient’s 
bill of rights, fair distribution of 
school tax dollars, and financial 
assistance for in-home nursing 
care for grandma and grandpa. 

Anderson’s proven accessibility 
and his track record as a problem 
solver convinces me that he will 
be that rare legislator who will 
give ordinary folks a voice.

How to get gun criminals behind bars 


In the acrimonious debate be¬ 
tween the National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion (NRA) and federal law en¬ 
forcement officials over gun con¬ 
trol, both sides may be missing a 
key component in the problem. 

The NRA argues that the low 
prosecution rate by federal offi¬ 
cials of gun violations supports 
their contention that there are 
enough laws on the books. Strict 
enforcement of existing laws, they 
say, would go a long way toward 
reducing the incidence of violent 
crimes involving guns. Federal of¬ 
ficials counter their low prosecu¬ 
tion statistics with the claim that 
most gun violations are prosecut¬ 
ed under state laws. 

There is some truth to both 
claims. 

Crime statistics clearly show 



that there are substantially more 
arrests, prosecutions, and convic¬ 
tions of gun violations under state 
laws than are prosecuted under 
federal jurisdictioa However, that 
is not the complete story. The 
missing component is the sentenc¬ 
ing of those convicted under state 
laws. 

Detroit News reporters George 
Hunter and David G. Grant re¬ 
vealed some shocking statistics in 
a background piece on the mur¬ 
der of a young off-duty female po¬ 


lice officer in Detroit last week 
The alleged cop killer was on pro 
bation (with no jail time) for a con¬ 
viction last September of posses¬ 
sion of four illegal weapons. 

The reporting duo went on to 
reveal that of the 438 murder con¬ 
victions obtained in Detroit in 
1997 and 1998 (the last years for 
which statistics were available), 
114 or 26 percent had one or more 
weapons violations convictions for 
which no jail time had been 
served. 

The killer of another police of¬ 
ficer in 1998 had a prior weapons 
conviction. His codefendant (still 
awaiting trial) has four such con¬ 
victions on his record. Neither 
had served one day in jail for 
those crimes. 


Under Michigan law most 
weapons violations are felonies, 
which carry a penalty of five years 
in jail and/or a $2,500 fine (plus 
court costs). The News article 
quotes Detroit law enforcement 
officials as saying jail and prison 
overcrowding means few illegal 
firearms offenders in Detroit 
spend time behind bars. 

It is rare that Detroit judges 
mete out both jail time and a fine 
for weapons violations. Evidently 
most penalties consist of fines 
and/or probation. However, there 
is a perverse incentive for Michi¬ 
gan judges to favor fines over jail 
time. A portion of monetary as¬ 
sessments goes into the state judi¬ 
cial (judges’) pension fund. 
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Must begin 
compromises 
on Westland 
council rules 

I would like to thank those par¬ 
ticipants of the July 17, 2000 West- 
land City Council meeting for 
their cooperation. The decorum 
most showed by their willingness 
to adhere to Council rules estab¬ 
lished back in 1994, was to their 
credit and to the credit of our 
great city It is not always easy to 
yield the floor, regardless of rules, 
when you are passionate about 
your subject Still, overwhelming¬ 
ly the citizens of Westland did 
yield and in the process spoke 
volumes for themselves and our 
community 

As many already know, the 
Westland City Council is prepar¬ 
ing to review the very rules and 
regulations which were enforced 
the evening of July 17,2000. These 
are ’Council” rules which have 
been in effect for over six years 
and not the rules of any individ¬ 
ual person. As anyone can appre¬ 
ciate, rules of conduct and deco¬ 
rum are an essential element to 
the peaceful and efficient con¬ 
duct of the city’s legislative busi¬ 
ness. It is for this reason that I had 
asked weeks ago for them to be 
discussed openly, with public par¬ 
ticipation while being cable cast 
for all residents to see and hear 

Of course, a key to the success 
of any legislative body of govern¬ 
ment is its willingness to compro¬ 
mise. So it was last Monday 
evening when we decided unani¬ 
mously to refer the issue of rules 
to a small subcommittee and then 
a council study session. As I re¬ 
marked at the time I agreed to 
support the motion to refer the 
item, there is little to be gained by 
extensive debate at this stage of 
the process. Adoption of Council 
Rules and Regulations will un¬ 
doubtedly require compromise 
from each member of the council, 
we might just as well begin now. 
However, for those I have dis¬ 
cussed this issue with at length, 
my strong feelings concerning 
public participation have not 
changed. I only wish to move for¬ 
ward and feel this is a reasonable 
way to do so. 

Still, an open debate would 
have allowed greater citizen par¬ 
ticipation and did seem to have 
the favor of colleagues, Mr. 
LeBlanc and Mr. Griffin. What 
this means is that citizens watch¬ 
ing at home will not be able to 
hear the debate for and against 
each issue, nor will they be able 
to recognize each council persons 
perspective as to why they do and 
don’t support them. Those who 
have compromised much and 
those who have gained position 
by debate and the reasons for 
each will go largely unknown. I 
look forward to the conversation 
all the same but feel the commu¬ 
nity would have rather had it oth¬ 
erwise. Would the conversation 
have occurred the first time it was 
on the agenda, and not post¬ 
poned, we may have had that op¬ 
portunity 

Finally, to those veterans who 
arose in support of those violating 
the existing rules. Your voices 
were well heard by me I assure 
you. At no time do I desire to in¬ 
fringe upon the rights of any per¬ 
son, especially one who fought so 
that I might have those rights in 
the first place. Rather, my focus 
was to preserve those rights. As 
has been said so many times, for 
all its imperfections our system of 
government is still the most suc¬ 
cessful, history has proven that 
point better than I ever could. 
The greatest respect I can show 
you and the sacrifice you made, is 
to allow each and everyone equal 
treatment. Giving way to those 
that bully their way past the rules 
or think regulations don’t apply to 
them is entirely in contrast to our 
way of life and the very laws you 
fought to protect

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State Metro Airport audit says crime committed 


To the Editor: 

As a candidate for Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Prosecutor, I bring to your atten¬ 
tion that the state Auditor Gener¬ 
al’s Preliminary Review Dated Ju¬ 
ly 3, 2000, on Metro Airport con¬ 
tractors - which news accounts 
have called “scathing” - indicates 
that officials of the 
NcNamara/Duggan administra¬ 
tion may have violated the state’s 
Safe Keeping of the Public FUnd’s 
statute, which carries a Fine of 
$1000 or a sentence of up to 2 
years in state prison 


As the former president of the 
commission which drafted the 
Wayne County Charter, I know 
that Budget Execution Instruc¬ 
tions are a mandatory part of 
every Wayne County Appropria¬ 
tion Ordinance. 

According to the state Auditor 
General, under the County’s Bud¬ 
get Execution Instructions since 
at least 1994, airport subcontracts 
awarded without competitive 
sealed bids or whose costs are re¬ 
imbursable by the County are not 
authorized unless they receive the 


County Commision’s prior ap¬ 
proval. 

However, the Airport has ap¬ 
parently disbursed millions of 
public dollars on Airport subcon¬ 
tracts which were not submitted 
for the County Commission’s ap¬ 
proval and authorization. 

The Auditor General also 
found that the Airport paid park¬ 
ing contractor invoices without 
checking the reasonableness of 
subtracter expenses. 

The Deputy Executive told the 
Detroit News, “What can I say? 


We screwed up.” 

But it’s far worse than that. 
MCL 750.490 states: “Any ofTicer 
who shalL.issue any warrant or¬ 
der or certificate [for the dis¬ 
bursement of public funds]...for a 
purpose not authorized by law 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor” 
punishable by up to 2 years in 
prison or a fine of $1000. 

Since the state Auditor General 
is not expected to complete his au¬ 
dit of Metro Airport until after the 
election of a new prosecutor, 
whether these responsible for 


unauthorized disbursements will 
be held accountable, or whether 
the whole Airport mess will be 
swept under the rug, depends on 
whom the new prosecutor is. 

If the voters elect Mr. Duggan 
and turn the Prosecutor’s Office 
over to the County political ma¬ 
chine, the Airport mess will un¬ 
doubtedly be swept under the 
rug. 

If he is Wayne County’s next 
Prosecutor, he will get to the bot¬ 
tom of the scandalous mishan¬ 
dling of public funds at the Air¬ 


port, even if it takes a grand jury 
petition. No one is above the law. 

Checks and Balances are still 
essential to honest government I 
cannot imagine a case that better 
demonstrates the folly of letting a 
political machine take over the 
Chief Law Enforcement Office 
that the Metro Airport mess.

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Westland clerk validates Scott recall signatures 

Councilwoman has until Aug. 4 to mount challenge

Recall petitions against 
Councilwoman Sharon Scott 
barely made it past Westland 
City Clerk Joann Seaberg. The 


clerk’s office invalidated 1,001 
signatures of the 6,053 submit¬ 
ted. No reasons were given. 

But the office validated 
5,052 registered Westland vo¬ 
ters, 55 more than the magic 


number of 4,997 signatures re¬ 
quired by the Wayne County 
Elections Division for a recall 
election to be scheduled, ten¬ 
tatively Oct. 3. 

“Heavens, this is not over,” 
said Scott. “We still have chal¬ 


lenges we call File.” 

Scott has until Aug. 4 to 
challenge the signatures. Sig¬ 
natures may be eliminated if 
the signers aren’t registered, 
live outside Westland, or 
signed the wrong date. 


Scott’s attorney, Gene b ar¬ 
ber, has asked county election 
workers to re-figure the nu¬ 
mber of signatures needed to 
call for a recall election 
against Scott. 

“My position is that based 
on the votes for governor, 5,012 
signatures are needed,” Far- 
ber said. “The city had re¬ 


corded anotner t>u write-in 
votes that weren’t included in 
the calculation.” 

Under the formula, 25 per¬ 
cent of the votes in the last gu- 
bernatorial election are 
required. The extra 60 signa¬ 
tures would increase the 
magic number by 15 signa¬ 
tures, from 4,997 up to 5,012.

REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
JULY 18, 2000 

Clerk King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board 
Room. Present: King, Budd, Clark, Hart, Herman and Rochowiak. 
Absent and excused: Foster. Other in attendance: Director of 
Development Kelley, Coordinator of Development Miller, 
Recreation and Facilities Director Ross, Parks and Lake Director 
Cipko, Environmental Coordinator Ballard, Public Safety Director 
Perkins, Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Payne and an audi¬ 
ence of forty-nine (49). 

Budd moved, Clark seconded to appoint Clerk King to serve as 
Board Chair to conduct the meeting due the absence of Supervisor 
Foster. Carried. 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Budd moved. Hart seconded to 
approve the agenda with the following corrections, Under “New 
Business” Item 14, add item (b) “Consider approving the purchase 
of additional hardware and software applications necessary to the 
system requirements from HTE with a cost not to exceed $400,000;” 
and Item 15, correct the parcel numbers to read: V-125-83-105-99- 
0072-0000 and V-125-83-105-99-0073-000. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Hart moved, Clark seconded to open the 
public hearing to consider the special approval use request from 
Trinity Episcopal Church to construct a 3,966 square foot expansion 
on parcel number V-125-83-086-99-0028-002, 11575 Belleville 
Road. Carried. 

Clerk King state the subject property is zone R-1B, single family 
residential, and churches are permitted in this zoning district with 
special approval use. The purpose for the construction is to expand 
the current educational wing and make significant improvements to 
the site. 

Coordinator Miller stated the applicant will make significant 
improvements to the site including bringing the parking spaces in 
compliance with the Zoning Ordinance [the church currently partici¬ 
pates in a parking agreement with the neighboring property owner to 
the north for additional parking]. Landscaping on the site will be 
brought up to site plan requirements for buffering in residential dis¬ 
tricts as well as providing aesthetic enhancements. The special 
approval use request has been recommended by the Planning 
Commission, township planning consultants and township engi¬ 
neers. 

There being no additional, comments a motion was made to close 
the public hearing. 

Clark moved, Budd seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Hart moved, Rochowiak seconded to open the public hearing to con¬ 
sider the adoption of the Parks and Recreation Master Plan. Carried. 

Clerk King state the proposed Recreation Master Plan is for five 
years and serves as a guide for planning appropriately for parks and 
recreation facilities. Director Ross, Director Cipko, and the 
Recreation Committee have recommended the plan. The plan was 
completed with the assistance of consultant Vic Chaisson, Associate 
Professor at Eastern Michigan University, The Recreation 
Committee and Planning Commission held a joint meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the Recreation Master Plan and both have recommended it for 
approval by the Township Board. 

Director Ross stated the Recreation Master Plan before the Board is 
for the years 2000 through 2004; and include a community descrip¬ 
tion, the administrative structure of the department, a recreation 
inventory of facilities within the community and a capital improve¬ 
ment plan. He said the Township Board must adopt a Recreation 
Master Plan for the Parks and Recreation Departments to be eligible 
for grant funding. He further stated the Recreation Master Plan 
would give the Parks and Recreation Department sound direction for 
the next five years. 

Mr. Chaisson stated that in addition to capital improvements, the 
Recreation Master Plan covers programming, agency cooperation, 
and is a directional tool for the next five years and is required to be 
updated every five years by the Department of Natural Resources. 

Clerk King further stated the Recreation Master Plan has an action 
plan that sets forth objectives for the Parks and Recreation 
Department including expansion for the Quirk Park facilities for 
multi-age use with the inclusion of soccer fields, walking paths, and 
a picnic area. A proposal for Van Buren Park includes a picnic shel¬ 
ter with a restroom facility and other objectives include the need to 
purchase open space for preservation and future development. 

A resident stated she has reviewed the proposed Recreation Master 
Plan against the previous Plan prepared by Wade-Trim and adopted 
in 1992. She stated most of the language is the same in both plans, 
however, the current plan drops the “standards” for neighborhood 
parks as set forth in the Wade-Trim plan. The prior plan had neigh¬ 
borhood parks of six to ten acres for every 1,000 residents with the 
township broken into approximately 15 to 18 segments. In addition, 
she discussed the manner in which the surveys were sent to resi¬ 
dents, the low number of respondents and how the information was 
incorporated into the Master Plan. She further stated no joint meet¬ 
ings were held between township officials and school administrators 
for use of their facilities for programs as indicated in the previous 
Plan. She thinks the new plan is not as good and should be rejected. 
In addition, she suggested that publicity for public hearing was inad¬ 
equate and should have been in the Lake Ledger and on the bulletin 
board of VBTV-12. 

Clerk King stated the resident is correct that both the prior and pro¬ 
posed Recreation Master Plan are using the same demographic 
information which is base on the 1990 U.S. census data. Regarding 
neighborhood parks, “passive” recreation areas are now being incor¬ 
porated in site plans brought before the Board. In addition, the 
deadline for submission of the Lake Ledger for printing may have 
prohibited in the information from being included. Clerk King 
stated that although response to the survey was low the informa¬ 
tion is still of value and reflect the opinions of the community. 
Finally, Clerk King stated that public hearing should be placed on 
cable, however, the notices of Recreation Master Plan public hear¬ 
ings were published in the local papers following the intent of the 
law. 


Vic Chaisson addressed comments made regarding the “stan¬ 
dards” not incorporated in the proposed Recreation Master Plan. 
He stated they are the criteria outlined by the National Recreation 
and Park Association publication Community Recreation 
Planning . The Department of Natural Resource creates the “stan¬ 
dards” and reviews the Plan so it would seem to be redundant to 
include them. 

A Recreation Committee member stated the proposed Recreation 
Master Plan before the Board falls short of his personal goals for 
the department, however, it is a step forward and acknowledges 
the need for expanding recreation programs for a changing com¬ 
munity and this plan provides a basis on which to proceed. He 
further stated the submission of a grant application for the Quirk 
Park Project is the first time we have reached out and agreed that 
there is a need for neighborhood parks. 

Trustee Clark recognized the efforts of the Recreation Committee 
stating they represent a good cross section of the community, are 
hard working and she has been fortunate to serve as a member of 
the committee. 

Director Cipko stated he attended a recent meeting on the 
Amenities Plan; and even though the turnout for that meeting was 
very low, the Amenities Plan shares some goals and objectives 
with the Recreation Master Plan. The two plans are similar with 
regards to improvement of community facilities, preservation of 
open space and the need to acquire open space in appropriate 
areas of the community. In responding to the concerns of the resi¬ 
dent, he said the Recreation Master Plan does not specifically 
point to a specific lot or parcel of land in any segment of the com¬ 
munity., but rather sees the need to have open space in each cor¬ 
ner of the township and the Recreation Committee wants to be in 
a position to acquire land in the community should the opportuni¬ 
ty arise. 

Trustee Hart stated the work of the committee cannot be over¬ 
looked and residents of Van Buren have Directors and Board 
Members with a passion to implement this plan, write grants, and 
follow through on the recommendations in the plan. 

Trustee Herman stated this is the final of three public hearings 
held regarding the Recreation Master Plan and the proposed plan 
has been reviewed by the Planning Commission twice. People 
have been asked for input and notices have been placed in area 
newspapers to receive input. He stated an adopted Recreation 
Master Plan allows us to pursue grant funding. He stated there 
was a time when the Planning Commission shied away from 
neighborhood parks because they were unsupervised, and often 
unkempt. The Planning Commission has now changed its view 
and looks for open space when reviewing proposals, and that 
many new subdivisions follow condominium rules as they pertain 
to parks, sidewalks, storm water maintenance and streetlights, 
which sets aside funding for the maintenance of those areas. 

The resident asked if the “standards” left out of the proposed plan 
would be inserted. Clerk King stated they are already components 
of the plan, but they could be inserted as and addendum. 

Recreation Committee Chair Kennedy stated if the Board wanted 
to add the Department of Natural Resources standards into the 
proposed Recreation Master Plan as an addendum it was accept¬ 
able to the Recreation Committee. 

There being no additional comments, a motion was made to close 
the public hearing. Carried. 

Rochowiak moved, Herman seconded to close the public hearing. 
Carried. 

MINUTES: Hart moved, Budd seconded to approve the Work 
Study Session Minutes of June 19, 2000, as presented. Carried. 

Budd moved, Rochowiak seconded to approve the Regular Board

Clark moved, Budd seconded to approve the 2000 Symphony in 
the Park Concert Agreement and authorize the Supervisor and 
Clerk to execute the agreement.
